CPS and the union are in the middle of ne- 
gotiations over 4 percent across-the-board 


raises in the union contract that the Board of 
Education withdrew in June. Two weeks ago, 
the union rejected RrizartTs offer to exchange 
a 2 percent salary increase lor a longer school 
day, and neither side has asked to schedule 
new negotiating sessions. So Emanuel and 
Brizard went directly to the teachers* 

“Three schools took a step forward/ 
Emanuel said Tuesday morning, the first day 
of school for most CPS students. “Other 
schools, other principals, other teachers want 
to do the same,” 

Emanuel spoke at the new STEM Magnet 
Academy, whose teachers have agreed to work 
a longer school day beginning this year in ex- 
change for pay bonuses for themselves and 


more discretionary funding tor their school. 
Teachers at Skinner North and Melody el- 
ementaries have joined them* 

CTU’s grievance, filed late Friday with 
CPS' labor relations board, accused the dis- 
trict of putting another kind of pressure on 
teachers — CTU says teachers at the three 
schools were coerced. Union members argue 
the waiver process was improper and unfair 
and that teachers should have been given 
4$ hours' notice before the vote rather than 
voting on the same day the issue was raised. 

"There is pressure being put on teachers 
plus a monetary inducement to go along with 
it" CTU Vice President Jesse Sharkey said. 
“To me, it's a bribe."

The real estate market is rough. 

Rough enough that one Chicago man 
hopes a brush with greatness— and a pretty 
momentary brush at that— will help his fam- 
ily sell their two-bedroom condo in the West 
Loop.

IHOP gunman 
kills 3, himself 


CARSON CITY, Nev, A man opened fire 
at an IHOP restaurant Tuesday, killing 
three people and wounding nine others before 
turning the gun on himself, police said. 

Two of those killed and three o f the wounded 
at the pancake house on the city's main thor- 
oughfare were Nevada National Guard mem- 
bers in uniform, police and the National Guard 
said. 

The shooting suspect initially survived his 
self-inflicted gunshot wound but later died at 
an area hospital, Carson City Sheriff's spokes- 
man Jack Freer said. 

He said investigators had not yet determined 
a motive for the shooting or if the gunman, who 
was not named by authorities, had targeted 
anyone in particular. 


Several of the wounded were undergoing sur- 
gery at two local hospitals, where there were no 
further details available on their condition. 

Nevada National Guard spokeswoman Ma- 
jor April Conway said the Guard members 
were on active duty and had been eating at the 
II IOP when the shooting started. 

Freer said officers responding to reports of a 
man with a gun at about 9 a.m. local time found 
victims shot in the parking lot of the restaurant. 
More victims were discovered inside, he said. 

Nevada Sen. Harry Reid issued a statement 
saying he was “deeply saddened” by the events. 

“I applaud the first responders for their pro- 
fessionalism, and my thoughts are with the 
victims and their families during this difficult 
time,” Reid said.

This ain’t Bruce Wayne’s turf anymore— 
it’s Superman’s turn to buzz through Chicago

The fake 7-Eleven gas station soon will 
be cleared out to make way for an Okto- 
berfest celebration and the Smallville’s 
Best Pizza sign will eventually be taken 
off Uncle Lar’s Pizza restaurant, but the 
city of Plano, which hosted 14 days of 
filming of “Man of Steel,” is not ready 
to say goodbye to Superman just yet— if 
ever. 

Plans are already in place for a “Man 
of Steel” museum and festival next sum- 
mer to commemorate the filming that 
closed down the city’s Main Street. The 
museum will feature props and set piec- 
es from filming and likely will be located 
in the Amtrak train station on Main 
Street, or, as it was known during film- 
ing, Smallville City Hall 

“It’s something we could do as a city 
to keep the excitement going and capi- 
talize on all the inconveniences we’ve 
endured during filming,” said Plano 
Mayor Bob Hausler, who was used as an 
extra during the shoot. 

Next in line for the excitement and 
inconvenience of “Man of Steel”: Chi- 
cago. Filming in Plano included low- 
flying helicopters and burning vehicles, 
and filming on nearby Route 56 in 


Sugar Grove appeared to involve a tor- 
nado scene, but film publicist Lee Anne 
Muldoon would not comment on what 
will be filmed or where filming will take 
place in Chicago. She did, however, 
confirm that it will run Wednesday 
through Sept. 17. 

What does this mean for local busi- 
nesses involved in the shoot? Publicity, 
star sightings and, inevitably, a few head- 
aches along the way. 

Twin Anchors Restaurant & Tavern in 
Lincoln Park was briefly under consid- 
eration for “Man of Steel” filming, co- 
owner Paul Tuzi said A film scout vis- 
ited Twin Anchors in the spring looking 
for a bar where the movie could shoot a 
transaction involving a “shady person” in 
a dark corner booth. 

“He said, We need a bar for this scene. 
Have you guys ever thought about hav- 
ing a movie film here?’ ” Tuzi said. “I got 
a chuckle out of that.” 

Why? Because it was only four years 
ago that another superhero film shot at 
Twin Anchors: “The Dark Knight.” And 
before that, the 2000 romance “Return 
to Me,” starring David Duchovny and 
Minnie Driver.

A Super-sized hero primer

Chicago’s comic book fans are starting to get spoiled. They’ve gotten to see Batman race down lower Wacker Drive and the Transform- 
ers destroy Navy Pier. And although the Dark Knight may have relocated to Pittsburgh, beginning Wednesday Chicago will play host to 
the granddaddy of all superheroes when “Superman: Man of Steel” begins filming here. 

The movie, set for a June 2013 release, already has filmed in and around Plano, Sugar Grove and the western suburbs. Directed by Zack 
Snyder (“Watchmen,” “Sucker Punch”) and starring Henry Cavill (“The Tudors”) as the guy in blue tights (sort of), “Man of Steel” retells 
the origin of the iconic character. While most comic book readers know everything about Superman, the average RedEye reader gets to 
know him only through movies and TV, so here is a compilation of the Top 10 things you may not know about Superman.

ORIGIN 

Rocketed to Earth from the dy- 
ing planet Krypton, the infant 
Kal-EI was found by John and 
Martha Kent, who then lied to 
friends and authorities claiming 
the child as their own. Someone 
call DCFS! 

POWERS 

Superman gets his powers from 
the sun. Since his home world 
orbited a "red sun," when young 
Kal-EI reached Earth, exposure to 
our yellow sun granted him pow- 
ers of flight strength and X-ray 
vision, among others. Too bad 
the same thing doesn’t happen 
to the Cubs during day games. 

JUMPER 

When he first was created by 
Jerry Siegel and Joe Schuster, 
the Last Son of Krypton couldn’t 
fly but was able to “leap tall 
buildings in a single bound."

“I thought that was 
nice. It was a $100,000 product place- 
ment we didn’t have to pay for.” 

Hotel 71 also was used for “The Dark 
Knight,” and Trump Tower became a 
set location for the third “Transform- 
ers” movie. But when asked if “Alan of 
Steel,” which is being filmed under the 
code name “Autumn Frost,” would be 
filming in or around their hotels, reps 
for Trump and Hotel 71 both said they 
could not confirm it.

bring plenty of publicity and star power, 
it has been known to inconvenience 
local businesses and residents. Plano 
Mayor Ilausler said he has received 
complaints about the lack of parking 
around Main Street. Tuzi said he 
was compensated tor rent- 
ing out his business to the 
films, but called the com- 
pensation “pain in the 
[bleep] money.” 

“It’s a challenge,” Tuzi 
said. “Once they pay you 
several thousand dol- 


lars per day to rent the place, they’ll do 
everything short of blow up the place 
to get the shot. They took three booths 
out of the restaurant and took out 
part of the fire escape [for ‘The Dark 
Knight’]. Even though they’re very 
good at putting stuff back, when we 
did go to open the next day all kinds 
of stuff was misplaced. ” 

But the movies also have given 
Tuzi stories he can tell for the 
rest of his life. 

“In ‘The Dark Knight/ Aar- 
on Eck hart’s character, 


Harvey Dent, confronts a guy at the bar 
and takes a sip of whiskey from a shot 
glass— which was really iced tea— and 
slams the shot glass down on the bar/’ 
Tuzi said. “T hey did 30 takes for this, 
and the funny thing is, the one they used 
was him setting the glass down. 

‘Afterward, my sister looked 
at the bar and said, ‘Good 
Lord, he dented the hell 
out of the bar. They’ll have 
to fix it/ I said, ‘No, let’s 
leave it. This will make 
for a good story’”

longer wears his famous 
red shorts on the outside 
of his tights. There’s still 
no word on whether he has 
boxers or briefs on underneath. 


SUPERDOG? 

That's right, Superman had a su- 
perDQG. In previous comic book 
histories, "Krypto J the pup was 
launched to Earth from Krypton 


by Supes' dad, Jor-EI, who 
was testing designs for what 
would eventually be his son’s 
spacecraft. 


METROPOLIS 

Metropolis moves more 
than the Island on 
“LOST" While his home 
town of Smallville 
always has been in 
Kansas, the city that he 
would move to as an 
adult has been located 
in three different geo-

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These bitters are better 

It’s a bitter world out there— bitter as in a growing tide of cocktail bitters, digestifs and aperitifs. The 
taste imparted by bitter herbs, roots and tree bark isn’t for everyone, but the flavors work well in pre- 
and after-dinner drinks. Two such drinks, one a bitter, the other a vermouth, caught our eye and palate 
recently-one created in the Italian style but hailing from Switzerland, the other made here in the U.S., 
again after an Italian tradition, tribune 


Gran Classico Bitter — 

The creators, Tempus Fugit Spirits, have Gran Classico 
made at a Swiss distillery according to the source recipe- 
the original bitter of Turin, developed in the 1860s. “It’s 
what we believe Campari is based on,” says Peter Schaf, 
who directs product development for Tempus Fugit, 
based in Petaluma, Calif. 

Wormwood, gentian, orange peel, rhubarb and other 
botanicals are macerated in a neutral spirit, which is then 
strained and sweetened with a simple syrup and honey. 

Unadorned, the drink is herbal, a touch medicinal, 
with notes of citrus and anise. Pour it over ice and splash 
in soda water and you’ve got a refreshing aperitif with 
complex flavor and aroma. Or sub it for Campari in 
a negroni (3/4 ounce Gran Classico, 3/4 ounce sweet 
vermouth and 1 ounce gin).

Chinatod’Erbetti 

The original chinato hails from the Piedmont region of 
Italy, where it is made from the region’s famed Barolo 
wine, instead of the neutral spirit used for bitters. 

Cana’s Feast Winery in Oregon has turned some of 
its nebbiolo (the grape of Barolo) into its own version of 
the Italian digestivo. The flavor has a hint of cloves and 
cardamon, with the wine in the background and a bright 
berry finish. 

“I wanted to make something that would have a very 
broad appeal, but also stand up to the most advanced of 
palates,” winemaker Patrick Taylor says. 

We like it before dinner, despite its billing, with soda and 
ice. It also would perform well in cocktails where you want 
its herbal depth and hint of sweetness.

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Maps & Atlases are 
anything but prolific. 
Since first getting 
together in 2004, the 
local quartet, which 
performs at the On- 
ion’s inaugural A. V 
Fest this weekend, 
has released just one full-length album, 2010’s 
eclectic “Perch Patchwork” (Barsuk Records). 

“I want to stay in the mindset of where 
we’re making a record because we feel it 
needs to be put out,” singer Dave Davi- 
son said of the band’s limited production, 
which hasn’t prevented big opportunities 
such as touring with Frightened Rabbit and 
a slot at Lolla 2011. Reached at home in 
Logan Square, the 27-year-old discussed the 
legitimacy of the Onion’s bash, his band’s 
prog-folk tendencies and what it would take 
for him to shave his impressive beard. 

How did you know the headline 
announcing the A.V. Club Fest wasn't 
another of the Onion's jokes? 

[Laughs] I don’t know. I remember my fresh- 
man year of college we had an elective eco- 
nomic class and we had to write about some 
news that was in the paper. The second week 
someone wrote this thing that was just crazy, 
like, “What the hell are you talking about?” 

It turned out they had seen a headline in the 
Onion, thought it was real and wrote this 
two-page paper about it. 

You guys played Lollapalooza last month. 
How do you expect this festival to differ? 

I think it’ll be a lot different. I’m anticipating 
it being more intimate. I loved Lollapalooza, 
but there’s so many people there that it

definitely feels like a lot of them came in just 
for the festival. I think this will be more like 
the classic street festivals you get during the 
summer in Chicago. 

Is there anyone at the A.V, Fest you're 
really looking forward to seeing? 

So many friends of mine are super dedicated 
to Hum and Archers of Loaf and Pm familiar 
enough with both bands to feel excited about 
it. I’m not super familiar with all their songs, 
so I’m looking forward more to the idea that 
I could potentially unlock something a lot of 
people already know about. 

With a name like Maps & Atlases, do people 
often stop you to ask for directions? 

[Laughs] People definitely bring it up. We did 
genuinely use maps and atlases longer than 
any of our other friends who are in bands. We 
got a GPS incredibly late in the game, but 
now we’re completely dependent on it. 

So if we dropped you off in the wilderness 
with a compass and a map, do you think you 
could make your way back to civilization? 

I’d like to think so. I fed like I’ve got a 
decent sense of direction, but I don’t know 
if I could use a compass that well, I imagine 
Chris [Hainey], our drummer, would be good 
at that. He’s an Eagle Scout. 

Do you still harbor concerns about letting 
your music drift too far toward the academic 
end of the spectrum? 

I think we keep that balance. We want to 
make music that’s fiin and that people can 
connect to, but we also want to keep it inter- 
esting. Walking that line is a positive thing 
for everybody. We want that energy of con- 


necting with the audience, and not just being 
grand performers on a distant stage. 

So it's not like you're currently working on 
some overty-complex, multipart rock opera? 

[Laughs] Oh, we are! We have a Zamboni 
out on tour with us to help us keep the ice 
smooth for the bit where we’re ice 
skating around. 

Along the academic lines, you're looking aw- 
fully professorial in press photos these days 
with that beard. 

Yeah, I know. We’ll see how long it sticks 
around. There’s a new reality show about 


beards and mustaches coming out, and I 
think that might be the end of me haring a 
beard for a while. If that catches on, it’s just 
going to be like nonstop, “Oh, you ever seen 
that show?” But when you have something for 
that long you want losing it to have some sig- 
nificance. It’s like, “I’ve had this for more than 
two years. I can’t just shave it on a whim.” 

Like a hockey player shaving off their play- 
off beard when they win the Stanley Cup, 

Exactly! That’s what I’m looking for— some 
kind of Stanley Cup situation— but it’s not go- 
ing to happen, so I should probably just chop it.
